AMERICA AND EUROPE, 


One of .the most important 
Wjitems of news that we have 
received through Reuter recently 
is the announcement that the 
United States of America desire 
to , participate settling the 
reparations question. American 
intervention is perhaps the one 
thing needed to make a final 
solution of the problem possible. 
Not wanting any reparations 
herself, America can come in as 
aneutral, withou; any suspicion 
pf bias in favour of one side or 
another, and without any sugges- 
tion of specially interested. 
fmotive. She can act a8 an 
arbitrator in any dispute that, 
might arise, and her opinions 
will have the weight of authority 
behind them which would .be 
lacking in the caseof a smaller 
Government. All that is required 
now to make intervention by the 
United States a success is will- 
ingnesa by the parties concerned 
‘to discard any petty schemes of 
their own which they might have 
fora genéral plan acceptable all 
rouod, even if such action re- 
quires minor sacrifices, It is not 
e@ time for stubborn clinging to 
varied points of view, provided a 
practicadle solution be offered, 
The main feature of the Ameri- 
can proposal appeara to bo a big 
international loan to Germany. 
We commented on the practic- 
abifity of this proposition in a 
note yesterday, and we repeat 
[that this seems ‘to. offer the best 
way out of the present tangte. 
The powerfal group of financifa! 
foteresta that would ‘fiad the 
necessary funds for.e vast loan 
of this nature ‘would have as 
their security the rich resources

of Germany,: espesially of in- 
dustrial Germany. Needless to 
say, it would be to the advantage 
af those lending the money 
that German commerce should 
Prosper, and thus, as we 
have previously pointed - out 
when writing of the reparations 
problam, the fostering of trade 
with our former enemies will, 
indirectly, mean their ability to 
meet their war indemnity. 
America’s Motives need no: be 
entirely disinterested, eithor, as 
it is but natural, with the bulk 
(if not all) of the loan money 
probably coming from the United 
States, and with an American 
Government guarantee behind it, 
that th» German assets should 
be kept up to full valua, and the 
country’s trade stimulated, 
through intercourse with America 
and a full and free interchange of 
German and United States pro- 
ducts. The stabilisation of ex- 


chance would in itself require this 


mutual benefit of international 
trade. 

Possibly the first result pf-a 
‘definite agreement among the 
Allies, with Germano acquiss- 
cence, on the subject of repar- 
ations—and the related question 
of war debts—and a definite de- 
cision in tho matter of the pro- 
jected loan, will ba a lasting 
improvement in the mark 
quotations, with, of course, an 
improved tone in German com- 
merce. It is all = crcle of 
benefits, with an improvement at 
any one psrt almost immediately 
felt everywhere else in the com- 
bination. The attitude of France 
appears to be the oaly uncertain 
factor in the situation, but we 
feel sure the Franch Goveramen: 
and peopla would be the iast to 
turn their backs on any scheme 
that .offered tha chance of a 
'sotution of a problem which-con- 
cerns France—burdened as sheis 
by the aftermath of her terrible 
sufferings in tha War-more 
deeply, perhaps, than any af the 
other Allies.

{Breaking With Tradition. 


In coanectios with his birthdey 
celebrations, the publics will be 
interested to learn that, rightly 
er wrongly, Sir Robert Ho Tung 
proposes to break sway from a 
traditional Chinese custom. It 
is onr, he considers, which is 
ingompatible with the enlighten- 
ment of the times aod which 1as 
nothing to recommend it. Ac- 
cording to an old custom, a Chi- 
nese host is expected to give 
two dinners ta celebrate his 
marriace feastor birthday. It is 
well ‘knoen that, ag arzule, most 
people are present on the second 
evening only, leaving the hoat to 
guess how many guests he may 
expect for the first evening. [tis 
curious fac} that invited friends 
do not find shemselves under the 
conventional obligation, as is the 
Wessern custom, to accept or 
decling an invitation to dinner. 
|The puzzied hostis thus compelled 
to provide dinners many of whith 
are.wasted through the abseace 
of his guests. How easily this 
custom maz lead to wicked waste 
is obvious. The custom, we are 
told, has .often proved a great 
hardship to wage-earners who 
have had to run into debt owing 
to the double dinners imposed on 
them in connection with wedding 
feasts. ‘Sir Robert hopes and 
believes that many of his Chinese 
friends will agree with him 
in his view. Persuaded of 
the inutility of perpetuatiog a 
custom needing reform, he now 
ventures to lead on this occasion 
by breaking away from it. Many 
of the Chinesa social customs are 
excellent, but some of them are 
capable of improvement, to the 
advantage of all. Sir "Robert 
hopes: that bis many friends will 
understand that it is not from 
reasons of parsimony that be bas 
been bold enough to make the 
jonovation by giving only one 
dinner, which will he held on 
Wednesday, the 20th. inst. He 
proposes. to devote the cost of 
the first day's dinner, estimated 
to amount to’ $3,000, to local 
charitable and educational! - pur- 
poses and to gllecate the money 
in the following manner ;—$1,000 
to the 8Bwatow Relief Fund; $500 
to the Kwong Wah Hospital : $500 
to the Confucian.
